MEN IN RACE FOR CLERK OF ‘courts 


Paul B. Johnson, a 39-year-old 
former governor’s son, and cru- 
sading Atty. Gen. J. P. Coleman 
Wednesday had landed in the run- 


off for the Mississippi governor- 


ship on the basis of returns from 
Tuesday's Democratic primary. 

Both had pitched a strong ap- 
peal towards votes in North Mis- 
sissippi and were expected to draw 
most of their strength from that 
area. In nearly complete returns, 
Johnson had grabbed off.only four 
North Mississippi counties, but 
picked up 21 others in South and 
central Mississippi. Coleman ap- 
parently captured 17 North Mis- 
sissippi counties and nine in other 
parts of the state. 

Johnson, making his third bid 
for the governor’s office, took the 
lead in the slow-reporting guber- 
natorial race at 1:15 a.m. accord- 
ing to tabulations of the Asso- 
ciated Press, and he never re- 
linquished his hold. 

Coleman, who had been an early 
leader, dropped back behind John- 
son, but could not be nudged out 
of second place as returns mount- 
ed. 

Former Gov. Fielding L. Wright, 
the 1948 State's Rights leader, and 
Ross Barnett, Jackson attorney, 
were unable to close in on the 
two leaders. Mrs. Mary Cain, pep- 
pery Summit newspaper editor, the 
fifth candidate, was clearly out of 
the race from the start.

Johnson, whose father, the late 
Paul B. Johnson, had served as 
Mississippi's governor from 1940 
to 1944, was in the gubernatorial 
runoff four years ago, but was 
turned back in a close finish with 
Gov. Hugh White. 

Coleman, 41, for the past four 
years as attorney general has been 
an arch-foe of gambling and law 
violation elements in the state. He 
waged his campaign for governor 
on his strong anti-gambling stand 
and tacked several issues regard- 
ed as highly controversial in Mis- 
sissippi politics. 

The Tuesday election was ap- 
parently one of surprises. 

Instead of a record 425,000 votes 
which state capital observers had 
predicted, the total vote was ex- 
pected to fall short of the 407,000 
ballots cast four years ago. 

Rain had dampened voting in 
the extreme southern part of the 
state, but other factors may have 
also reduced the anticipated vote. 

Lt. Gov. Carroll Gartin, of Laur- 
el, crushed two opponents in his 
race for re-eleetion to the state's 
No. 2 post. 

Gartin, a nice-looking 41-year- 
old, piled up more than double 
the votes given to Circuit Judge 
Sebe Dale, Columbia, and State 
Sen. J. O. "Click" Clark, Iuka.

To Hancock Youngster | 


(From The Commercial Appeal) 


A mute, green, living tribute 
to the memory of a young boy 
stands in Hancock County, near 
Picayune. 

The memorial is a ten-acre 
slash pine plantation planted in 
1939 and 1940 by L. G. Lee, a 
4H club member, his father and 
brother. 

Young Lee saw his little pines 
take root and prosper before he 
died of peritonitis in 1943. His 
father, Gaston Lee, takes care of 
his son's plantation. 

Bogan in March, 1939 

In March, 1939, the first five 
acres were planted by hand. Posey 
N. Howell, International Paper 
Co. forester, and H. L. Turnip- 
seed, then Hancock and Harrison 
Counties Assistant Agricultural 
Agent, delivered 6,000 slash pine 
seedlings for the initial planting. 
These were part of 20,000 seed- 
lings which International intended 
to distribute free to 4-H boys in 
Harrison County.

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HOME GARDENING 


Irish potato planting time is 
here. Recommended planting 
dates for fall Irish potatoes are: 
August 15-25 in south Mississippi. 

There is still time to plant to- 
mato suckers—these can be set 
through August 15. This deadline 
also applies to planting pole snap 
beans, pole lima beans, rutabaga 
and Chinese cabbage. 

Some recommendations for fall 
plantings are: Use Shogoin turnips 
for early plantings—they are lice 
resistant, later use Seven-top. Soak 
beet and chard seed overnight be- 
fore planting. 

If dry weather catches you, open 
a deep drill and water it, sow the 
seed and cover with dry soil. 

It is also a good time now to 
prepare your rows for September 
plantings. 


POULTRY 


Remember there is still a lot of 
hot, weather left. Do all you can to 
keep your poultry cool. Provide 
plenty of fresh water at all times, 
allow the birds plenty of ventila- 
tion, and plenty of floor space—do 
not crowd birds in the house. 

Maintain egg quality. Gather 
eggs several times a day—use a 
wire basket for gathering them, 
cool them out promptly after 
gathering and then keep them 
cool. Candle all eggs before mark- 
eting. 


SOCIAL SECURITY 


The Social Security Administra- 
tion has recently revised its posi- 
tion regarding coverage of certain 
farmers for Social Security pur- 
poses. i 

The share cropper was previous- 
ly regarded as an employee of the 
land owner and was to be reported 
on the annual report provided his 
share of the crop came to $100 a 
year. 

Under the revised ruling, the 
share cropper is to be regarded 
as a self employed person and 
will make his own reports and 
pay his own tax.
